Czechs Call Up 7 


Prime - Minister |

R. NEVILLE CHAMBERLAIN received an 

ovation from one of the largest crowds ever 
seen in Berchtesgaden when he arrived at 6 p.m. 
yesterday (1 a.m. H.K.T.) for his momentous 
conversations with Herr Hitler. 


The British Prime Minister and German 
Chancellor were closeted together for two and a 
half hours. 

Diplomatic circles believe that Mr. Chamberlain has 
proposed to Herr Hitler a Round Table conference between 
the major world Powers to prevent a European War. 

It is believed that, if suecess is to be achieved, 
Czecho-Slovakia will have to make heavy sacrifices, 
including u measure of autonomy to the Sudetens that 
will permit them sooner or later to enter the Reich. 

An impassioned proclamation has been issued by 
Herr Henlein. the Sudeten leader, who states that living 
with the Czechs in one State has become impossible. The 
proclamation is described in Betlin as the ery of a people 
in distress which cannot be considered lightly. 


Mr. Chamberlain's departure for London and the 
decision to postpone the discussions with Herr Hitler are 
interpreted here in political quarters as proof that he has 
realised the seriousness of the situation and that every 
minute of delay spells the utmost danger.—Rcuter.

extravagantly high and that, more 


-often than not, your legs are badly 


dressed. If in the second, you pro- 
bably make half a’ dozen pairs last 
eight or nine months and can always 
put -your hand on the right stock- 
ings for the right occasion. 


Since ladders are the grentest bug- 
bear, here are a few “Do's” and 
“Don'ts” which will go far to stave 
off catastrophe, and'save you pounds 
in the course of a year: 


DO: 


1. Buy the right weight. Service 
weight is essential for country: wear; 
semt-service for the office; for day- 
time festive occasions yet a semi~ 
sheer; and choose sheer for the even- 
ing. 


2, Remember to take your rings 
off and beware of a broken nail when 
putting your hose on; and roll them 
to the ankle when taking them off. 


3. Choose full-fashioned stockings 
with generous toe and heel reine 
fovcements. 


4, Sev that the suspender tops are 
at least three inches in depth. Tri 
to get those with a special run-stop 
stitch—like “a@ Une of drawn threads, 


5, Examine the scams closely. 
Badly scwn or uneven scams not 
only spolt the ‘shape of your legs but 
are often a cause of ladders. 


6. Wask before wearing, This 
gives the threads a chance to pre- 
serve their clasticity. 


7. Wash after wearing and as soon 
as possible. Don’t rub them, squeeze 
them in lukewarm suds with five or 
siz rinsing waters to follow. Never 
put them in very hot or very cold 
water. Roll them in @ towel, to dry 
them partly and prevent unsightly 
streaks, then hang them on a line to 
dry at an even temperature. 


8. Give them a chance by having 
your shoc heels relincd regularly 
with chamots leather; or weur hect 
qrips. This will prevent rubbing. 


DON'T: 


1. Don’t buy stockings that are 
too short or too long. The former 
may casily become the cause of a 
aerlous foot complaint and in any 
case will cause your fect to ache and 
burn, especially the toes; the latter 
will cause you agony by wrinkling 
and- creasing - beneath. your. fect... In 
either case, you'll get holes quickly. 


2. Don't carelessly fasten your 
suspender below the reinforcement 
at the top, It is practically imypos- 
sible to avoid a ladder if you do.

The British Ambassador in Berlin, 
Sir Nevile Henderson, is proceeding 
to.

The decision to seek on interview 
with Herr Hitler was kept a closcly 
guarded secret until the official an- 
nouncement, but two hours earlier, 
In accordance with the usual prac- 
tice, the opposition partics were in- 
formed of the move. 

It Is stated’ here that the Prime 
Minister is golng to London without 
any pre-conccived plan and with- 
out having reached a definite con-

MAGNIFICENT 
GESTURE 


Mr. Chamberlain's — magnifi- 
cent geste in proceeding to 
Germany Jin order to meet Herr 
Hitler, will have met with the 
upproval of the whole of the 
British Empire, and with many 
-Jother nations as well, for that 
matter. That his action is un- 
precedented serves to emphasise 
the serious. view the British 
Cabinet takes of the | present 
crisis, and to- strengthen the 
trust the whole country has in 
its Prime Minister, on whose 
shoulders now rests so great 
and vital a responsibility. The 
events of the past week have 
startled the whole world in the 
grim realisation that an un- 
paralleled situation has arisen, 
one fraught. with the most ter- 
rible possibilities. Whatever 
may be the merits or demerits 
of the dispute between Germany 
und = Czecho - Slovakia, there 
exists the belief: that the latter 
country has made very great 
concessions in the favour of the 
Sudeten Germins, and it is uni- 
versally felt that Germany 
must, in the name of humanity, 
evince a willingness to wecept 
such concessions, in the hope 
that her nationals will benefit 
therefrom. To demand the last 
pound of flesh is not conducive 
to maintaining peace, of which 
Herr Hitler: himself has not in- 
frequently spoken. There 
is no nation to-day that can 
dare risk a modern war; the 
consequences are too terrible to 
even contemplate, and that this 
view is actuating Great Britain 
cannot be denied. Mr. Cham- 
berlain has ‘shown his earnest- 
ness in’ the great step he has 
tuken, and Germans themselves 
must surely appreciate — this. 
Premier's task is not an 
easy one, but the high ideals 
and strength of purpose behind 
his action, will, it is hoped, 
prove a sobering, influence in the 
vast armed camps of Europe. 
Furthermore, it is not difficult 
to visualise the preat reception 
Herr Hitler would have received 
had he visited London in order 
to make a real effort: to smooth 
‘out the existing‘ difficulties, and 
plead for a peaceful issue from 
the troubles and dstrust. which 
have .become magnified beyond 
all ‘sense of proportion.’ The 
days of unxiety which have dis- 
heartened so ‘many people, may 
yet give way to a suner outlook 
and calmer atmosphere. What- 
ever be the.outcome, the world 
will know that Britain has 
striven: for the maintenance of

Work: Of The: Italians 
Since Conquest 


HE road problem in Abyssinia is one of the most 
urgent and complex difficulties besetting the Italians 

at the beginning of their constructive activities. 
This primitive country, almost entirely devoid of 
communications, had to be provided as early as pos- 


sible with a network of 


roads, writes the Daily Tele- 


graph Djibouti correspondent. 

In two years almost the entire road plan laid down 
by the Duce has been carried out,. as. a result. of the 
technical competence of those employed and the means 


at their disposal. 


The Romans of old bequeath- 
ed to their successors, among 
other things, their love of 
beautiful strong roads. of sound 
construction, and their powers 
of construction in this domain, 
and in one or two others. 

Besides the excellent roads now 
crossing the capital in every direc- 
tlon, the important network of pro- 
vinelal roads in existence on June 30 
of this year-included a total length 
of 2,052 miles—before the rainy scn~ 
son—of the original estimate of 
2,137 miles. 

Of this total there are: 

1.128 miles of tarred roads; 

G47 miles of well-rolled roads 
with stonc foundations; 

277 miles of roads with

8 Give them a chance by having 
your shoe heels relined regularly 
with chamots leather; or wear heel 
grips. This will prevent rubbing. 


DON'T: 


1. Don't buy stockings that are 
too short or too long. The former 
may casily become the cause of a 
serious foot complaint and in any 
case will cause your feet to ache and 
burn, especially the toes; the latter 
will cquse you agony by wrinkling 
and creasing bencath your feet. In 
etther case, yowll get holes quickly. 


2. Don’t carelessly fasten your 
suspender below the reinforcement 
at the top.

- JUDGMENT FOR 
COMPLAINANT 


A claim for $900, arising out of 
three dishonoured cheques was 
brought, by Mrs, Ida Bercovitch 
against Henry Michael, trading 48 
Henry und Co, before Mr. Justice E. 
H, Williams at the Summary Court 
this morning. 


Mr, Peter H. Sin appeared for 
plaintiff, and defendant was repre- 
sented by Mr. M, A, de Silva, 

Mr. Sin sald there were three 
cheques drawn out by defendant, 
cach for $300, but when they were 
Ppresented at the Nederlandsche 
Hondels Maatschappij they were dis- 
honoured. Notice of dishonour had 
been duly given to defendant; and 
if this were proved, he submitted, fils 
client was entitled to judgment. 


Mr. Silva said that at one time the, 
defence raised the question that the 
cheques were made out in May but 
were not presented until August, but 
now he hud been Instructed not to 
Ho Into this point further but to con- 
leent to judgment, 


He would, however, lke to point 
out that defendant had since closed 
up htsshop-in- Gloucester“Arcade and 
was at the moment in an Insolvent 
state, fnanciully, The oniy things 
he had were yoods unsold, and he 
was willing to sell them in order to 
reimburse . the plaintiff. He was 
sure there were more than sufficient 
xoods to meet the judgment, but if 
there was not, then a personal .execu- 
thon should be issued. He would, 
therefore, apply for a stay of execu- 
tion until the goods had been sold. 


Long Delays 


Mr, Sin remarked that he had been 
inst ed to oppose the application 
most strongly, becuuse when the 
Goods were delivered to defendant 
sometime -back he sold = them and 
pocketed the proceeds. 


Repeated demands {ce payment 
were made without success, and final- 
ly in May defendant drew three 
| cheques, 


After the drawing of these cheques, 
he fold plaintiff to walt until the end 
of May, but when the time’arrived he 
again asked her not to present them 
until June, and so from month to 
-month....until .. August, -.when — the 
cheques were eventually presented 
and found to be dishonoured. 


It was only too obvious, continued 
Mr, Sin, that the defendant was try- 
ing in every way to evade payment. 
There was no renson why the judg- 
ment should be hindered. 

When the case was mentioned Inst 
i week the defence raised the ques- 
tion that no notlce of dishonour wus 
#iven, and therefore in dealing with 
au man who wanted to bring up 
technicalities, the Court should give 
no sympathy, but give judgment and 
Tet the mutter of payment be scttled 
between the parties themselves.
